Spanish Revolutions. 


Prurarcn, the prince of biographers, 
and one of the first historians and moral- 


History to the maps of the Geographers 
As the framers of maps delineate with 
correctness and precision those regions 
which are accurately known, and cast dark 
shades over those whieh are remote, so 
the historians record with truth the events 
Which are contiguous to their own times, 
leaving him who aspires to a knowledge 
ef the transactions which were in the days 
of old, to grope his way through endless 
mazes of obscurity and error. History 
is lighted m its earlier periods, with so 
faint and quivering a lamp of authentic 
teatimony, that the acuteness and eruci- 
tion of modern times has [have] constant- 
ly been baifled in attempting to dispel the 
gloom. A stronger ray breaks upog us 
about the age of Cyrus."* Subscribing to 
the general correctness of this remark, we 
cannot but observe that Heropotus, the 
Father of History, who was undoubtedly 
an honest man, and by nu means a very 
credujous one, for the age in which he 
lived, has recorded many things, even of 
Cyrus and his reign, which are unques- 
tionably fabulous. Diomorus SicuLus, 
in the rude end indigested mass of histori- 
cal matter which he bequeathed to poste- 
rity, scrupled not to insert more of false- 
hoed than of truth, and inserted much 
upon the testimony of Ctesias, an author 
famous for his disregard of veracity. An- 
cient History is as unsatisfactory with re- 
spect to Spain as any other country of e- 
qual celebrity. 

Thus we are told by modern historians 
of Spain, that, among others, two Spanish 
historians, Escolano and Florian D’Gram- 
po, carry back the annals of that country 
to the period ofthe Deluge. The former 
even pretends to describe superb antedi- 
luvian cities, and the latter speaks of a 
voyage of the patriarch Veah to Asturias 
and Goellicia, on a political visit to his 
grand-son Tubal, the fifth son of Japhet, 
who had settled in those regions, and who 
appears to have had as great need of the 
advice of his grand-father, as to the mane 
nerin which he should govern his people, 


that of his father-in-law, Jethro, the Priest 
of Midian. Again, we are teld that the 
greatest fart of the Spanish Historians 
have adopted as authentic points of histo- 
ry, the imaginary and Quixotic reigns of 
Iberus, Hispal, Hesper, Geryon, Hercules 
the Lybian, Abides, Gargoris, Testa, His- 
pan, Atlas, Siculus, Lusu, the son of Bac- 
chus, and meny other princes. The out- 
line of the Story of Geryon is known to 
every classic reader, from its connexion 
with that of Hercules. He is fabled to 
have been a monster with three heads 
and three bodies, who lived in the island 
of Gades, (Cadiz) and kept numereus 


| locks, guarded by a dog with two heads, 


who, as well as his master, was killed by 


| Hercules, by whom all the flocks and 
herds were carried to Tiryerthus in Pelo- | 


ponnesus. VIRGIL, in two distinct parts 
of his great poem, adopts a tradition that 
Hercules returned to Greece through Ita- 
ly from this expedition, and bathed Ais I- 
berian heifers in the Tuscan Tider.

the Celte, a most celebrated though bar- 
barous people of ancient Furope Of the 
Celtz, mere general readers, unaccustom- 
ed to elaborate research, as we know from 
our own experience in time past, hear 
much and understand but littl. They 
were almost the only ancient people 1 
kurope. Their territory bounded on the 
east by the Pa/us Meotis, which separated 
Europe from Asia, and on the west by the 
Atlantic, comprehended the vast regrons 
of Germany, Gaul, and Spain. They are 
supposed to have derived their name from 
Celiue, a son of Hercules or of Polyphe- 
mus. The famous promontory Row cal- 
led Cape Finisterre, a corruption of /inis 
Terre, or, The End of the Karth, as it was 
called by the Romans, originally bore the 
name of Ceiticum. A portion of this peo- 
ple, at avery ancient period, emigrated 
from the East, and settled on the banks 
of the Iberus, (the modern Ebro) within 
the limits of what is pow called Arragon. 
Adding the name of the river to their own 
original appellation, as the Romans added 
the cognomen to the family name, they 
called themselves CanriserRtans. Lest 
the historical student should be bewiider- 
ed, as We have heretofore been ourselves 
upon this subject, it is necessary to re- 
mark that although Celta was a nomen col. 
lectivum, or general appellation, design.- 
ting the people of the immense territor, 
that has been mentioned, yet it was more 
farticularly given to that part of Gaul, cal- 
led Gallia Celtica, situated between the 
rivers Sequana and Garunna, the mod- 
ern Seine and Garonne. Thus the term 
Celta is sometimes descriptive of the peo- 
ple of Germany, Spain, and Gaul, some- 
times of those of Germany and Gaul only. 
sometimes of those of Germany or of Gaul 
alone, and sometimes of those of a partic- 
ular part of the latter country. The Ibe- 
rians were the Aborigines of Spain, and 
the Celtiberians the earliest emigrants to 
that country, of whom history has pre- 
served an authenticrecord. These differ- 
ent nations soon became amalgamated. 
It has been supposed by some learned 
men that Spain is the same country as 
the Tarshish of the Phenicians and He- 
brews. But this opinion does not seem 
tobe well founded. Atleast there appears 
to us to be one or two objections to it 
that are nearly insuperable.

commerce. Their country was first ex- 
plored by the merchants of Phenicia, and 
afterwards great part of it became subject 
to the influence rather than the power of 
Carthage. By the terms of the peace 
which closed the first Putlic war, the 
Iberus (Ebro) became the boundary be- 
tween the Roman and Carthaginian pos- 
sessions, and, at the end of the second war 
between those nations, the whole of Spain 
passed nominally under the dominion of 
Rome. We have seen that some of the 
provinces remained for ages unconquered. 
The Romans divided itinto Hiefiania ulte- 
rior and Hisfiania citerior, and the former 
was subdivided, by Augustus, into Besica 
and Lweitenia. Hispania citertor was 
sometimes called 7urraccnensig Spain, 
says LEMPRIERE, was fat.ous for its rich 
mines of silver, which ¢aiployed 40,000 
workmen, and was said to contain more 
gold, silver, brass, and iron, than the rest 
of the world.* It gave birth to many 
learned men, who, however, received their 
education at Rome. 

The learned VERTOT wrote a volumi- 
neus work, professedly upon the Revoiu- 
TIONS IN SPAIN, subsequent to the fourth 
century of the Christian Era. His vol- 
umes are no longer in general reading, 
but they can never cease to be interesting, 
We shall take this historian for our Polar 
Star, but shall avail ourselves of evevy 
beam of light from every juminous quar- 
ter of the region of Spanish History. 

While the Goths, under Alaric, attack- 
ed Italy, the Vandals, the Alana, the 
Sueves, and the Silinges, rich with the 
pluader of Germany end Gaul, poured 
upon Speniike an overwhelming and de- 
structive torrent. Astorga, late the head- 
quaters of the British army, uuoder the 
brave Moor®, was the first victira oi their 
cruel rage. ‘They soon subjected Castile, 
Poledo, istramadura, Portugal, Gallacia, 
and Betica, which province they named 
Vandalusia, the name of which is now the 
same, with the exception of the suppres- 
sion of the original initialletter. The fa- 
mous Cantabria, with part of the Asturi- 
as, and the eastern country from the Due 
ero to the Mediterranean, remained in the 
powerof the Romans. Gerontius, in Cate 
alonia, proclaimed Maximus Emperor 
of Rome, but having been defeated by 
Constantius, a general under Honorwws, 
and abandoned by its troops, Maximus 
made his peace with Honorius, and re- 
tired to the barbarians in the intcrior. 
Ataulph, the successor of Alaric, married 
Gallia Piacidia, sister to Honorius, and 
afterwards reigned in Catalonia, but was 
assassinated. Continual murders aud re- 
volutions succeeded. Spain was long the 
scene of disorder andanarchy. The Van- 
dals at length drove the Sueves to the 
* caves and cragyvy rocks” of the * impen- 
etrable mountains,” but were finally de- 
feated by the Romans, commanded by 
Asterius and Maurocelius. The Romans 
were conquered in their turn by the Van- 
dals, who at last built a navy, and plon- 
dered Majorca, Minorca, and Ivica. Gon 
deric, their great monarch, was miracn- 
lously siain at Seville, while iv the attenmt 
to commit sacrilege by pillaging a temple 
of the Christians. Genseric succeeded, 
and another war took place between the 
Vandals and the Sueves. The Van- 
dals triumphed, and then passed invo Afri- 
ca, where they gained great victories, 
even over the Romans. ‘ihe Sucves also 
conquered the Romanrs in Spain, in « great 
batue upon the banks ofthe river Genil. 
The Emperor Vaientinisn successively 
sent Astuiius, Merabaudes, a Spaniard 
by dissent, and an orator anda pect os 
well as a Warrior, and Avitus, lito Spain, 
the latter of whom was assisted by a pow- 
criul body of Goths, but was deteeted by 
Rechilus, a Pagan prince of the Sucves, 
who was succeeded by Ricciariua, a Cli is- 
an, Who was eventually taken prisoner, 
and died in captivny. Civil conamotions 
among the Sueves, and a bloody war be- 
tween them und the Goths, foliowed these 
events. ‘Lhe Romans were ayain dcfeat- 
ed by Genseric, King of the Vandols.

Although the state-printer, (who, to say 
the least of him, is but an indiscreet bab-

The appearance of this publication, as 
was expected, excited no common share 
of agitation among our political opponents. 
And before I proceed any farther, it will 
be proper here, succinctly to relate, the 
occurrences that have since taken place 
upon the subject. 

On theafternoon succeeding the appear- 
ance of the above hardbill, while I was ab- 
sent, the Sheriff, accompanied by two of 
his friends, Messrs. Van Buren and Wood- 
ward, called at my office. Afler learning 
that I was not at home, they returned — 
[ soon returned, myself; when, in less 
than an hour, the Sheriff, accompanied 
by the same gentlemen, called a second 
time. The Sheriff then, handing one of 
the bills, enquired if it was printed at my 
office ? I replied, that it was. He then 
asked me, if I wrote it? I told him, that 
I held myself responsible for its contents. 
He then asked upon what authority the 
charges were made? I then informed 
him, that I had seen documents in the of- 
fices of one or two attornies in this place, 
that convinced me, that the subject mat- 
ter of fact, contained in the handbill, could 
be abundantly substantiated. After some 
farther desultory conversation, they de- 
parted. And as yet, I have heard noth- 
ing of any prosecution ; nor indeed did I 
«expect to—for the charge there brought 
against the Sheriff isso susceptible of 
proof, and so welt known to many of his 
friends, that it was not expected they 
would have the temerity to advise to the 
institution of a suit. It is but a short 
time since, that the Sheriff, on presenting 
his account to an attorney, not only the 
most respectable in this county, but one 
of the most able in the state, was openly 
cautioned against such practices ; and as- 
sured, that if he persevered in them they 
would most inevitably, one day or anoth- 
er, bring him into trouble ! 

In order to demonstrate the charge a- 
gainst the Sheriff, I here subjoin an ex- 
tract from one of his numerous bills now 
befere me; and in which, on comparing 
them, I find about the same proportion of 
extortion observed ; and not one case in 
the whole of the bills, but what it is prac- 
tised in a greater or less degree. These 
cases are selected without any reference 
to their being particularly extortionate ; 
and the initials merely of the names re- 
tained, in order to avoid giving offence to 
the parties in the suits :

“ And that I will not directly or indi- 
rectly exact or demand any manner of 
fee or reward whatsoever from any per- 
son or persons whomsoever, for serving 
or returning of any writ, precept or pro- 
cess whatsoever, or for any other service 
whatsoever in my said office other than 
such fees or reward as now are or hereal- 
shall be allowed by law.” 

The cases which are cited, it will be 
observed are those simply of writs: it 
might have been extended to executions, 
and to other process ; which would bave 
unfolded a scene of extortion, unprece- 
dented in the archives of official pecula- 
tion. This necessarily would descend io 
details too lengthy for this publication. 
Should the Sheriff or his friends ever af- 
ford me the opportunity of appearing in 
court on this subject, it will be enough, 
that the other cases of extortion, be there 
adduced. 

It has been industriously circulated by 
the party, that ' was a stranger—without 
property—and that if they prosecuted me 
and recovered judgment, they never 
would be able to collect any thing of me. 
If this report is not fabricated, and is not 
intended to operate as an excuse for not 
prosecuting ; permit me to assure those 
persons who have circulated - it, that they 
deceive themselves ; and those gentle- 
men who have believed it, that they have 
been most viJely imposed upon. The 
friends of the Sheriff, have been assured 
to the contrary. And they are now, a- 
gain assured, that in property my own, I 
can secure them tothe amount of 8 or IC, 
000 dollars ; and if that should be deem- 
ed insufficient, the bonds of -the best per- 
sons in this city, shall be furnished to the 
amount of 30,000 dollars, to pay ull dam- 
ages that shall be recovered in conse- 
quence of a prosecution. 

It is extremely unpleasant to appear 
the impeacher of the official conduct of a 
public officer. But imperious circum- 
stances having pointed me out, as the 
person to prefer the charge—and in as 
much as every citizen in the community 
is most deeply interested in the result— 
that extortion be not practised with impu- 
nity—I am prepared to “ breast myself 
to the shock.”

Latest from England via Halifax. 

We were yesterday favored with a Hal- 
ifax paper of the 18th inst. containing ar- 
ticles of intelligence from the London Ga- 
zette to the |4th, and from Greenock pee 
persto the 17th of March. The news 
is of considerable importance. 

The die, at last, is cast in Germany. 
The whole Empire exhibits one scene of 
military mevements. 

French Movements. 

The French army of the Rhine under 
Davoust is on its march to the Danube. 
General Oudinot, whose bheod quarters 
are at Augsburgh, commands neatly 30, 
000 men. Several Dutch regiments have 
passed the Mayn on their way to France- 
nia, putting all the carriages and horses 
in their passage in requisition, 

A French army is to be formed in 
Saxony, with which the forces of the Cone 
federation of the Rhine are to act 

The French have an arimys of above 
40,008 men in Italy, neartne Austrian 
frontiers. Massena is to have the com- 
mand. 

On the 12th of Feb. dispatches arrived 
at Vienna, with the final decision of Bo- 
naparte on the subject of his differences 
with the Emperor Francis. Messengers 
were immediately dispatched to Peters 
burgh, Berlin and Copenhagen, and to the 
several Austrian rovernments. 

Marshal Duroc passed through Frank- 
fort, Feb. 2d on an important mission 
from Bonaparte to the Russian cabinet. 

Jerome Bonaparte, by imperial com 
mand has issued a decree, orderiag out 
an army for service of 5000, and an army 
of reserve of 2500 men. 


German Movements.

in Spain. It was im that city that the parry wh¢ 
wished to cali a Prince of the House of Austria 
to reign on the Tagus hadassembled. The men 
of thatparty had inherited this opinion from 
their ancesters, who were of that sentiment at 
the time of che succession war, and which has 
just been crushed for ever. 

The battle of Tudela had been won on the 
23d November, and on the Z7ththe Trench ar- 
my was encamped within a short distance from 
Saragossa. The populace of the city were arm. 
ed. ‘The inhabitants of the neighboring c -untry 
had joined these, and Saragossa contained 50,000 
men formed into regiments of 1000, composed 
of 10 companies of 100 men. All the grade of 
generals commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, were filled by monks. A body of 10,000 
men who had escaped from the battle of Tudela 
had retired to that ciry, the subsistence of which 
was secured by immense magazines, and def-n- 
ded by 200 pieces of cannon. The images of 
Our Lady of the Pillar was daily operating mir- 
acles, according tothe directions of the monks 
who animated the courage of that numerous pep- 
niation, or supported their confidence, In the 
field, these 50,000 men would net have stood a- 
gainst three regiments; but inthe city, and 
spurred on by all the leaders, how could they a- 
void the evils which ignorance and fanaticism at- 
tached to them! Every thing has been under- 
taken that it was possible to do, to bring them 
back to reason. Immediately after the battle of 
Tudela it was thought that the opinion enrer- 
tained at Saragossa, that Madrid would make 
a bold stand, and that the armies of Somosiera, 
Guadarama, Estremadura, Leon and Catalonia 
would eventually beat the French, would be used 
by the leaders of the insurgents to keep alive the 
tanaticism of the inhabitants. It was therefore 
resolved not to invest the city, and to leave open 
i's communications with all Spain, in order that 
they might learn the discomfitore of the Spanish 
armies, and the accounts of the French army 
in Madrid. But this news reached only the ring- 
leaders, who took care that the inhabitants 
should not know it. Truth not only was con- 
cealed from them, but they were encouraged by 
lies. To-day, the French had lost 40,000 men 
at Madrid ; yesterday, Romana had entered 
France.

The Dake of Montebelle had reached it on the 
20th, to take the chief ¢ mmand of the siege 
As svon as he was convinced that the news sen 
to the city was productive of ro roc d eflect, and 
thatthe monks who directed the minds of the 
pe ple had succeeded in preventing that new 
trom reaching the people, or in altering it soa 
'o perpetuate the delivriam of the besieged, he 
took the reselution no longer to spare them 

Fii.cer thousand peasants had assembled a 
Per guere, 01 the left bank of the Ebro The 
Duke of Treviso attacked with three regiments 
and netwithstant!ing the fine position they occu 
P d, the 6th regunent entirely overthrew anc 
routed them. ‘lhe 10:h hussars were ina piai 
ta receive them, and a great number remained 
on the held of battle. Nine pieces of cannon and 
several stands of colours were the trophies of this 
revcounter. 

The lule of Montebello had sent the adjutant 
commandant Gasquet of Zuera, to disperse a 

arty of rebels. With only three batialions, this 

officer attacked 4000 of them, overthrew them, 
and took four pieces of cannon with their horses 
and appurtenances. General Vattier had at th: 
same time been ordered with 800 foot and 200 
horse te scourthe road to Valencia. He met 
5000 of the rebels at Alcaniz, forced them in the 
very city to throw down their arms in their 
flight, killed 600 men, and took magazines, pro- 
visions, ammunition and arms ; among these 
latter were 1000 English muskets. The adju- 
tant cemmandant Carrion de Nizas at the head 
of a column of infantry, Colonel Burthe cf 4th 
hussars. and the chief of battalion Camus, of the 
98:h light infantry have particularly distinguish- 
ed thems ives. 

These operations took place between the 20th 
and 26.4 January. Onthe 26th, the city was 
severely attacked, and the batteries were un- 
masked —On the 27th at noon, the breach was 
practicable on several points. The treops lodg- 
ed thetnselves in the convent of San-in Gracia. 
‘The division of Grand Jean occupied about 50 
houses in the city. Colonel Chilopiseik, and the 
soldiers of the Vistula, distinguished themselves. 
At the same time, the general of division, Mor- 
lot, in aw attack on che left, possessed himself 
of ‘he whole front of defence of the enemy. 

Captain Guecteman at the head of the pion 
eers, 2ed of 36 grenadiers, mounted the breach 
with a rare intrepidiry. Mr. Bobiesk», an offi- 
cer in the Vistula Rangers, a young man of onl) 
17 years of age, and having already received sev- 
en wounds, was the first who entered the breach 
The chief of barralion Lejure, aid-de-camp to 
the prince of Neufchatcl, and Haxo, behaved 
we!!, and were both slightly wounded. 

On the SOth, che convents of St. Monique, and 
the Great Augustines were carried, as were 60 
houses taken by pioneers. The Sapeurs of the 
idth regiment of the line distinguished them- 
se'ves. 

On the Ist February, General Lacoste was 
struck with a musket ball, and died on the field 
He was a very brave and distinguish- 
ed eficer. His loss has been much felt by ail 
the army, but more particularly by the Emperor. 
Colonel Rognat succeeded him in the command 
of the engineers, and the direction of the siege. 

The enemy defended every house—three at- 
tacks by mines were carried in front, and every 
day three or four mines blew up several houses, 
and opened the way to our troops. 

In this way we reached the Corso (the main 
street in Saragossa) lodged ourselves on the quays 
and took possession of the university and col- 
leges. The enemy attempted to oppose their 
miners to Ours, but Jittle acquainted with this 

kind of warfare, their miners were quickly dis- 
covered and stifled. 

This manner of conducting the siege rendered 
its progress slow but sure, and less dangerous for 
the army. Whilst three companies of miners, 
and eight companies of pioneers, are occupied 
with this subterraneous war, whose results are so 
terrible, the city is continually kept on fire by the 
mortars throwing shells and fire-balls. 

The attack had been made but ten days, be- 
fore the reduction of the city was considered as 
not far distant. More than one third of the 
houses were ia our possession. The church of 
Our Lady of the Pillar, who by so many mira- 
cles was tosave the city, was destroyed by bombs 
and no longer tenable. 

The Duke of Montebello, then theucht it was 
time to take possession of the suburbs on the 
left bank, in order to occupy the diameter of the 
city, and cross his fire. The generat of division 
Gaazan, carried in a brilliant manner the Swiss 
barracks; On the 17th,a battery of fifty pieces 
opened early inthe morning. At 8, P. M.a 
battalion of the 25:h, attacked a large convent, 
whose brick walls were 4 or 5 feet thick and car- 
ried it. Seven thousand of the enemy defended 
the suburbs. Genera! Gazan advanced rapidly 
to the bridge, by which the rebels could effect 
their retreat into the city. He killed a great 
number and took 4000 prisoners, among whom 
were 2 Generals, 12 Colonels, 19 Lt. Colonels, 
and 290 officers. He also took 6 ammunirion 
waggons and 30 pieces of cannon. Almest all 
the troops of the line in the city, occupied this 
important pest, which had been threatened since 
the 10th. 

At the same moment, the Duke D’Abrantes 
crossed the Corso and blew up the colleges. 

After these events, the Junta in order to gain 
time, \and to give the people time to get over the 
horror and surprize with which they were struck, 
demanded to parley ; but their faithlessness was 
known, and deception was useless. Thirty more 
houses were carried by mines or pioneers. 

At last, on the 2Ist, all the city was occupied 
by our troops—15,060 infantry and 200 horse 
have laid down their arms ar the gate of Port! 
lo, and have surrendered 49 stands of colers and 
and 150 pieces of cannon. The rebels lost 20,- 
000 men during the siege, 13,000 were found in 
the hospitals, and of these five hundred died 
daily. 

The Duke of Montebello would not grant a 
capitulation to the city of Saragossa ; he only is- 
sued the following orders : 

* The garrison shall, on tne 21st, at noon, lay 
down their arms at the gate of Portillo, after 
which they shall be priconers of war. The sol- 
diers of the line whe will take the oath of allegi- 
ance to King Joseph, and enter into his service, 
will be admitted into it-—[n case their adinission 
should not be granted by the minister at war of 
the King of Spain, they shal! be prisoners of 
war and sent inio France. Religion shail be re- 
spected On the 2ist at noon, the French troops 
shall occupy the Castle. A!| the artillery and 
ammunition of ¢very kind shall be delivered to 
them. Ali the arms be deposited at the door of 
every house and collected by the Ward Alcades.” 

The magazines of wheat, rice and vegetables 
found in the place are immense. 

The Duke of Monrebelio has appointed Gen- 
eral Laval Governor of Saragossa.

-motrow we expect the Monks, amounting to 
‘500. As they arrive they are conducted ro the 
ulees Bou fiers, on the Banks of Adour ; there, 
they are carefully washed and scoured, and strip: 
tthe rags that cover them. These horrid rags 
re then burnt and new cloaths are given to all 
he ptisoners. The officers wiioare suffered to 
xo at large through the city, give the following 
sarticulars about Saragossa : 

All the troops of the line would have surren. 
dered long ago, they knew they could not stand, 
when they found the city was invested, but ir 
was not in their power te capitulate, they were 
under the coatroul of the vilest populace; the 
“ionks would bave hung any one that would 
have spoken of surrendering. These wretches 
vere induced to capitviate ovly whet they saw 
wo thirds of the cny destroyed. Palafox who 
had been confined to his bed for several days f:e- 
vious is now dead, they say. A most shocking 
epidemic rages thro’ the city, in consequence of 
the long resistance and privation of every thing, 
it has caused the death of more than 20,000 of 
the inhabitants, according to the information of 
the prisoners.

From the Freeman’s Journal, May 1. 
Trial of the Pennsylvania Rebels. 

The trial of Gen. Bright and others 
acting under the orders of Governor Sny- 
der, came on before judges Washingten 
and Peters on Friday and Saturday last. 
The jurors were William Sharswood, Ma- 
thias Corless, Liberty Browne, John Gal- 
layher, Benjamin Thaw, John Jennings, 
thomas Algeo, Jolin Phillips, Conrad 
seybert, John White, jun. Charles Bar- 
rington, and George A. Wray. They 
returned into court on Saturday evening 
at ® o’clock, and informed the court they 
could not agree. They were ordered 
back to their room, the court adjourning 
for two hours. At 10 o'clock they again 
returned, not having agreed, and inform- 
ed the court that one of their number had 
been in convulsiuns, that they were divi- 
ded 9 to 3, and had no prospect of ever 
agreeing. Judge Washington told them 
they should have three weeks to make 
up their verdict, for which purpose the 
cuurt would adjourn from time to time. 
He then ordered them to be taken back 
io their room under custody of the Mar- 
shal, and humenely directed a bed to be 
prepared for the sick juror, and every as- 
sistance rendered him, and that all should 
have refreshments. ‘The court was then 
adjourned to 10 o’clock this moriing.— 
We understand the jury agreed upon a 
verdict yesterday (Sunday.) 

May 2. 

Yesterday the jury against Bright and 
others returned a verdict of “ Guitty in 
Jorm and manner as set forth in the indict- 
ment,” 

May 3. 

In the case of the United States, vs. 
Michael Bright and others, the Circuit 
Court deciicd on the special verdict, that 
the deiendants were Guilty, and yeserday 
afternoon the prisoners being placed at the 
bar, the district Attorney addressed the 
Court and said, that in compliance with his 
duty, he called upon the Court to pro- 
nounce the sentence of the Law. This 
duty the most paintul he had ever been 
called to perform, he would on his own 
responsibility, had omitted to perform for 
the present, ifthe Attorney General of 
Pennsylvania, on behalf of the constituted 
authorities of the State, had or would ree 
quest ite No reply was made by the 
counsel for the defendants. —Judge Wash- 
ington then rose and addressed the court 
as tollows : 

A conciuding period has now arrived 
to the long and deplorable contest, in 
which you have been, under mistaken no- 
tions of duty, most unfortunate for the 
character of our common country, and 
peculiarly of this respectable part of it, 
engaged. The origin of the controversy 
is lost sight of in the more important and 
dangerous consequences which have grown 
out of it. If the measure of which you 
unhappily permitted yourselves to be 
made the instruments, had not been check- 
ed in its commencement, it might by its 
effects and example bave swelled into an 
irresistable torrent, prostrating in its course 
the liberties, the laws, the happiness and 
the safety of the nation. 

That such was the object, or that this 
was the melancholy Catastrophe either in- 
tended or desired, we have not the most 
distant belief. But such must be the re- 
sult when arms are Opposed to laws, and 
force is resorted to iD resistence to the de- 
liberate and disinterested decrees of the 
tribunals of Jusiice, or the lawful acts of 
the other departments of our government. 
in the members of this Court, there exists 
no other feeling or recollection, than such 
as the most sincere regrets inspire, that 
the occurrences We So much deplore have 
arisen from decisions in which we have, 
in our respective stations bad a share. 

We should be unworthy of the respor- 
sible stetions in which We are placed, if 
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we sufferad any other (ian pnblic motives 
connected with a sense of duty to mflu. 
ence our conduct. Ovr task hag been a 
painful one, but we have’ endeavoured 10 
perform it with impartiality. We reflect 
with pleasuie that every opportunity was 
offered for discussion, aod that this case 
has been conducted with greater latitude 
and range of arguments, than perhaps 
would have been strictly right on common 
occasions. F.very thing has been done 
and ssid which could contribute to a clear 
understanding of the case. The decision 
has been made on the law as it arises on 
the facts found by the jury, too plain and 
palpable to admit of difficulty or doubt, 
with the most entire conviction and belief 
of its rectitude. 

It is obvious that yon have mistaken a 
supposed duty which you presumed you 
owed to the constituted authorities of 
your particular state, while vou were Op- 
posing the laws of the U. States and vie- 
lating predominant obligations. None 
more highly appreciate than we do, the 
military spirit of our fellow citizens, and 
the discipline knd subordination of our 
milita. Those attributed when required 
in laudable and necessary efforts for the 
support of the Jaws, or for the safety of 
our country, are highly commendable.-—- 
But when employed, as yours have been, 
in measures of resistance to established 
principles of the constitution and ip viole- 
tion of the peace and yood order of the 
nation, they become destructive in their 
immediate effects, and widely mischie- 
vous in their example. Wedo not say 
this reproachfully, being persuaded that 
you acted under mistaken notions of duty ; 
it becomes us at the same time to express 
in pointed terms eur disapprobation, - As 
it has been your lotto be engaged ina 
measure which, on reficction hereafter, 
you cannot yourselves appreve ; it should 
alleviate any unplesant consequences you 
may experience in your situations, that 
nothing will wipe away the unfortunate 
stain on our republican systems eut sub- 
mission to the correction of the laws, not 
vindictive, but exemplary and salutary. 
If physical force is rendered nerveless by 
the superior power of the laws, we need 
not regard the reproaches nor the predic- 
tions of those uniriendly to republican 
forms of government. 

It does not lie with us to enter into those 
considerations which belong enclusively 
to another department of the government. 
Our duty is prescribed and we must obey. 
Instances in other cases have occured, 
wherein the imperative obligations of duty 
have induced decisions contrary to the 
wishes and feelings of those who gave 
them. Your case, and particularly that 
of the commanding officer, 1s less suscep- 
tible of apology than those alluded to You 
were cailed upon to act in an enlightened 
city, where the means of information on 
legal and political subjects are particu- 
larly great, and where it was in your 
power at any momentto have obtained 
the best advice as to the obligation of the 
orders you received. If you listened to 
improper council we can only lament the 
citcumstance, 

It is our duty, however unpleasant the 
exercise of it, to pronounce the following 
sentences in your several cases, and in fix- 
ing the degree of punishment, we have 
not been inattentive to every circumstance 
which has been offeredin your favor.— 
The triumph of the laws over military 
force arrayed against them, is sufficient 
for their objects. The measure o! pun- 
ishment ts in your unfortunate case par- 
ticularly, of small comparative importance. 
Example and not severity is dictated by 
our duty and has been our aim. 

The sentences of the Court, are that 


you Michael Bright, be imprisoned for the ~ 


term of three months and pay a fine of 
two hundred dollars, to the U. States, and 
that you James Atkinson, William Cole, 
Charies Westfall, Samuel Wilken, Abra- 
bam Ogden, Daniel Phyle, Charles Hong, 
and John Knipe, be severally imprisoned 
for the term of one month, and severally 
pay a fine of fifty dollars, to the U. States, 
and stand committed till these sentences 
are complied with. 

The Marshal immediately conducted 
the prisoners to Jail, where they are now 
confined. AJl was transacted in peace 
and tranquility, and to the honor of our 
city be it mentioned, that the demands of 
the laws have been satished without w- 
mult or riot.
